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AWFUL FATE
OF SOLDIERS

Thelr Heads Are Crushed
Against Bridge Iron
Girders.

PHILADELPHIA TRAGEDY

While Leaning Out of the Car Win-
dows to Respond to an Owation,
Two Men Are Instantly Killed,
Others Are Beriously Injured.
Army Officers and Police Indulge
in a Wrangle.

Philadelphla, Aug, 23.—Two private
Boldlers of battery K, First United
States artillery, were instantly killed
today and two others serlously in-
Jured by having their heads crushed
against the fron girders of the rail-
road bridge at the Ridge avenue
erossing of the Pennsylvania railroad
in this city. The dead are: Victor
Teusey, aged 21, No, 1447 North Eighth
street, 3t. Louls, and Willlam Chiches-
ter, aged 21, 226 Front strect, Jersey
City. The injured are Harry Pulaskl
and Teter Burns, The bodles of the
dead soldiers are at the morgue in
this city, while the injured were tak-
en on to Willett's Point, to which
place the men were bound.

The command to which the men be-
longed were in a special train which
had taken them aboard at Tampa. It
consisted of a bagpuge car, seven
pasgenger coiaches and one Pullman.
All along the journey mnorth the sol
diers were greeted with cheers. While
pagsing through this city their re-
ception was marked with additlonal
enthusiasm. At the Ridge avenue sta-
tlon a large crowd waved hats and
handkerchiefs as the train came along.
The soldiers leaned far out of thg car
windows and steps and returned the
welcomea Teusey stood far out on the
lower step and falled to notice the fron
girders supporting the bridge, His
face was completely crushed in. The
other men had been leaning from the
windows, The train was stopped and
the dead and Injured picked up. The
army officers Insiated upen taking the
dead men with them, and the railroad
and pollee officials would not permit It.
A delay of an hour resulted, and it
was finally decided to leave the dead
men behind and take the injured
along.

ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND MEN
TO BE DISCHARGED SOON,

Rough Riders Among Them—The
List Made Up—Cabinet to Consid-
er it Todny—Some Slight Changes
May Be Made—It May Be Pub-
lished Tomorrow.

Waushington, Aug. 25—~The list of
troops to be mustered out of the ser-
vice has been completed nnd {2 to be
considered by the cabinet {oday,

The list provides fur the mustering
out of 100,000 men Immediately, It is
sald on high autherity that the Rough
Riders nre included in the Hat,

It 18 expected that the order for mus-
tering out 100,000 men of the volunteer
forces 18 to be lssued tomorrow. The
hst of troops to be discharged has been
completed, but some changes are to
be made, no doubt, before the order is
*igned,

The Third corps, which has been
commanded by General Wade, hag been
erdered from Chickamauga to Hunts-
ville, Ala. One reglment will be re-
tained at Chickamauga under General
Boynton. In that connection the fol-
lowing order has been issued by Adjut-
ant General Corbin:

Brigadier General Henry V., Tloynton,
United States volunteers, is hereby as-
signed to duty at the Chicknmauga and
Chattanooga Natlonal Military park.
In all matters pertaining exclusively to
the care and protection of the park,
and of its watersheds, from camp re-
fuge and in the restoration of the park
88 the troops may be from time to
time withdrawn from any portion of it
he will represent the secretary of war
and be oheyed accordingly in enforcing
the regulations of the secretary of war
for the government of the park.

The commnanding general of the Unit-
ed States forces, at Camp George H.
Thomas, will, upon the written reguest
of Brigadier General Bovnton, and to
the extent which may seem reasonable,
furnish such details of teamsters and
leams as may be necessary to the ex-
ecution of the dutles indicated in this
order,

BIDS FOR THE NEW
TORPEDO BOATS

NAVY DEPARTMENT EXAMINES
PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS,

Fighting Vessels That Will Cost
Over §6,000,000—A Willinmsport
Builder Proposes to Furnish a Boat
That Will Run Forty Knots—The
Cramps Did Not Appear,

Washington, Aug. 25.—The navy de-
partment opened bids at noon today for
siXtesn torpedo boat destroyers and
twelve torpedo boots, to cost in the
aggregate not exceeding §6,900,000 as
provided In the last naval appropria-
tlon act, These twenty-cight destroy-
ers and torpedo boats constitute the
largest single additlon ever made to
the navy. The destroyers are to be
completed  within  eighteen months,
and the torpedo boats within twelve
months, According to the requirements
of the department the destroyers are to
have a guaranteed speed of 28 knots,
and the torpedo boats 26 knots, The
destroyers are to be about 400 tons and
are 1o cost not more than $295,000 each,
while the torpedo bhoats are to be about
150 tons and to cost not more than
$170,000 each, These destroyers will be
the first vessels of that type added to
our navy.

The torpedo boats are of much the
same deslgn, but will be samaller,

Representatives of all the great ship
bullding firms were present when the
bide were opened. The bids, plans. ete,,
were piled several feet high, Among
the bidders were: Neafle & Levy, Phil-
adelphia, for destroyers, 20 knots, two
$84.000, three $283,000 each,

Richard R. Peyton, Willlamsport,
Pa., destroyer 40 knots, one $206,000;
four $205,000; also one to four 20 knots,
$230,000; also, one to four, 35 knots,
§255,000,

The foregoing bid, at forty knots,
caused some comment.

Other bidders Included the Union
Iron works, San Francisco; the Mary-
land 8Steel company, the Harlan & Hol-
lingsworth company, Wilmington, Del.

The naval officials commented on the
absence of the Cramps firm and the
Nerreschoffe among the bidders. The
blds will be tabulated and the awards
made nt the earllest day practicable,
Aslde of delivery, displacement, speed,
design, ete,, have to be consldered in
making the award
